Secretary W ilson proposes

Farm ers’ Institutes. 
Prizes, such as 
a well bred calf, a trio of chickens, a 
medal, or a trip to the county fair 
are to be offered to winners of such 
contests as milking a cow, grooming 
a horse, shocking hay, cooking, bak­ 
ing, sheep shearing, corn husking— 
anything that appertains to life on 
the farm. 
The Department, in a spe­ 
cial bulletin setting forth plans, says 
that out of every 500 young people 
in the country districts in the United 
States, only one ever enters an agri­ 
cultural college. 
Of every one hun­ 
dred rural and urban children only 
five ever reach the high school. Nine­ 
ty-four out of every 
one 
hundred 
therefore finish their education with 
the district 
school.

and standard crop of fruit every year. 
“I am convinced,” said 
he at his 
plant laboratory in W hittier the other 
day, “that the citrus industry of South­ 
ern California has great possibilities 
of growth before it. 
There may have 
been some talk about over-production, 
but that is becoming more and more 
impossible. 
As 
a matter of 
fact, I 
doubt if production is increasing very 
much, so many orange groves are be­ 
ing cut up in the
